4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are allowable over the closest prior art of record, Smits (US 4,945,119), Aoyama et al. 
(US 5,679,875), Nimitz et al. (US 5,674,451) and Daiken (JP 04110388), due to 
applicant's showing of unexpectedly superior toxicity properties and stability of the 
combination of HFO-1234yf and the poly alkylene glycol lubricant in the form of a 
homopolymer or co-polymer consisting of 2 or more oxypropylene groups and having a 
viscosity of from about 10 to about 200 centistokes at about 37°C, exemplified by the 
ND-8 lubricant, in the declaration filed December 1 1 , 2008.
